The name of a musician who still, many 
years after his departure from Dublin, may 
be described as well known here—Mr. Clyde 
Twelvetrees—appears in the Columbia mid-

Gwo Padres. 


I notice that two clergymen, each repre- 
senting a different denomination, but, 
strangely enough, both Irishmen, both ex- 
Army chaplains, and both holders of. the 
same military decoration, are preaching to 
crowded churches in London. The first is 
Father Francis Woodlock, S.J., M.C., 
whose outspoken sermons at Farm Street 
Church, Mayfair, are occasioning as much, 
if uot more, interest and discussion as did 
the famous ‘‘ Sins of Society’’ sermons of 
his predecessor, Father Bernard Vaughan, 
some years azo. Father Woodlock was 
born in County Dublin and educated at 
Beaumont, where he represented the college 
at cricket for three successive seasons. On 
the completion of his studies he became 
Professor of Logic at Stenyhurst, and at 
the outbreak of war wis appointed to a 
chaplaincy. ' During his service in France 
he earned the Military Cross for gallantry 
in the Jing. As evidence of the interest 
which his sermons have created outside his 
own church it is only necessary to add that 
during the recent parliamentary discussion 
on the Prayer-book his utterances were 
quoted by both sides and in both debates

The second padré is the Rev. G. A. 
Studdert-Kennedy, M.C., who preaches at 
the Church of St. Edmund the Martyr, 
one of the few remaining Wren churches 
in London. 

Mr. Studdert-Kennedy, himself the son 
of an Irish Churehman, had the distinction 
of entering Dublin University as a student 
of only fifteen years of age, and ater 
acted as his father’s curate in a North of 
England parish. He was gassed twice | 
during his four years’ service in France, 
and because of his apparently unlimited 
supply of packets of a certain famous 
rand of cigarettes, always generously 
proffered, he earned himself the 
affectionate nickname of ‘‘ Woodbine 
Willie” among the troops. Since his 
demobilisation Mr. Studdert-Kennedy has 
heen actively connected with the Industrial 
Christian Fellowship. He believes in 
seini-darkness as an aid to concentration, 
and during his sermons all the church 
lights, except one above the pulpit, are 
extinguished. Mr. Studdert-Kennedy has 
written several books, including “ Lies,’’ 
“Rough Rhymes,’’ and ‘ Food for the 
Fed-Up,”’ titles which alone express the 
forceful personality of the author.

It 
possesses many big advantages over the 
pariemutuel, perhaps the most important 
being the promptitude with which backers 
know the odds.

A friend just arrived from the border- 
land has been telling me some interesting 
things concerning the Northern fruit 
harvest. A great deal of money is made 
each Autumn, especially out of damsons, 
which were sold this year at £23 per ton, 
and for a time last season touched £25 
in South Monaghan. 

The crop costs nothing at all to pro- 
duce, since every little cot has its own 
orchard of one or two acres or less; and 
the trees are virtually allowed to grow 
wild, without any pruning or care. 
Therefore the only trouble involved is in 
picking and carrying to market. The 
damson market holds good for a month, 
and marketing goes on daily. Some 
growers have made £120 or more out of 
their damson crop alone this season. 
Blackberries and apples are sold also, the 
former being sold largely for dyeing pur- 
poses, though a great deal goes also to 
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some very gay pyjamas and dressing gowns,

|THE LAST OF THE 


ALCHEMISTS. - 


LINK WITH THE 
ROMANTIC TRADITION.

DEATH OF JOHN MELVILLE. 


(By “‘A Speciul Correspondent.”) 


IDDEN in the obituary column of a 
newspaper a few days ago was a 
romantic link with the so-called dark ages. 
The simple and formal announcement 
was; “At Southend—John Joseph 
Melville, at Crowborough road.. Aged 
sixty-five.’’ It is not surprising, there- 
fore, that this quite conventional 
intimation has escaped notice; but it 
conceals a story. It records the death of 
one who might be claimed as the last of 
the alchemists. 
Mr. John Melville had pursued through 
life the strange quest for the Philosopher’ s 
Stone. He kept his ways secret, as all 
the alchemists of old did, but of late years 
he claimed that he had succeeded where 
they had failed. He died fully convinced 
that he had discovered the precious art 
whereby he could transform lead and other 
meaner substances into fine gold. 
Had he made his secret known in his 
life-tiine, he would assuredly not have 
passed away unnoticed, but even in this 
he is a link with the romantic tradition. 
The alchemists of the past either never 
trusted their researches to paper or took 
care to destroy their experimental recipes 
before they should fall into ‘hostile or 
sceptic hands. Yet it would be a curious 
circumstance if it should ultimately tran- 
spire that John Melville had solved the 
secret of the everlasting quest. 


GOLDEN SAUCEPANS. 


Almost a hundred years ago a famous 
German man of science made a remark- 
able prediction. Dr. Girtanner said that 
“in the nineteenth century the trans- 
mutation of metals will be generally 
known and practised. Every chemist and 
every artist will be able to make gold. 
Kitchen utensils will be of gold, which 
will contribute more than anything else 
to prolonged life, poisoned at present by 
the oxides of copper, lead and iror, which 
we daily swallow with our food.’’ We 
have left the nineteenth century behind 
without attaining this domestic vision of 
pots and pans of gold. Food-poisoning is 
still a common occurrence; but, if the 
Southend alchemist happens to have left 
us the secret, he is only a few years behind 
prophecy, and it revives our interest in 
this gorgeous possibility of golden 
kitchens. 

John Melville. al any rate, had the dis- 
tinetion of working a lonely trail. The 
quest of the Philosopher's Stone had 
passed into legend. When James Price, 
a famous Fellow of the Royal Society, 


died more than a century ago, he was 
given the title of the ‘‘last of the 
alchemists,’’ and it has never since been 
disputed. 


SECRET LABORATORY. 


He, too, claimed to have found the 
secret, and presented George III. with 
gold which had been produced from mer- 
cury in the presence of peers, clergymen, 
lawyers and men of science. Oxford 
promptly honoured him for his discovery, 
but, presumably, the distinguished specta- 
tors had been imeressed, but not quite 
convinced ; for the alchemist was charged 
with being a juggler. In self-defence he 
appointed another demonstration to take 
piace at his secret laboratory in Surrey. 
Three members of the Royal Society ar- 
rived, and immediately after he had led 
them into his chamber Price swallowed a 
deadly concoction of lanrel water, and ieil 
dead before them. From that time the 
quest of the Philosopher’s Stone and the 
study of alchemy has been discredited. 

One of the forgotten secrets of Fleet 
street is that this famous centre of news- 
paper land once had its alchemist. He 
claimed to be able to make gold, but 
could not make a living. This was the 
father of Ashmole, the diaris’, who, re- 
cording the death of the old man, said 
that ‘ about eleven of the clock he told 
me in syllables the true secret of the 
Philosopher’s Stone, which he bequeathed 
to me as a legacy.” We do not know 
the nature of the secret, but it is signifi- 
cant that it did not enable the beneficiary 
to make gold and become rich beyond the 


dreams of avarice. 
ROMNEY’S QUEST. 


Matrimonial unhappiness was all that 
Romney, the great painter, got for his 
quest. - He kept a secret furnace, and had 
the assistance of a Lancashire watch- 
maker, and the two alchemists believed 
they had at last come upon the art of 
making gold. One night when Romney 
was at work in a very fever of expecta- 
tion, his wife was entertaining, and she 
called him from his quest to attend to the 
ladies. During his absence the furnace 
blew up. Romney hated his wife ever 
afterwards, and refused to live with her 
again. 3 

There have been a few periods when 
people have had faith in the alchemists 
and their quest. One King, Henry VI., 
really believed that it might be the means 
of making the Treasury rich, and he piled 
honours and privileges on the practi- 
tioners. In most generations, however, 
the alchemists have been without honour 
in their own or any other country. Like 
the seers, they have been disappointing. 
Ashmole, who pretended to have received 
the secret from his father, evaded per- 
tinent inquiries with the remark that “ na 
knew enough to hold his tongue, but not 
enough to speak.” It seems that the 
alchemists do not change their nature.

The Attorney-General dealt with it in the 
House of Commons on Tuesday, and 
denied that there had been anything 
wrong in the official conduct of the case.

The premature de-control of houses 
whose valuation ranges between £26 and

been released from control of the Act. 
Out of the whole of Great Britain and 
Ireland, in the Six Counties alone have 
these particular houses been singled out 
for de-control, and the Association wants 
to know what the Northern Government 
is going to do about it. The Belfast 
town tenants’ organisation has already 
decided to make it another election issuc. 


THE GREATEST MENACE. 


The greatest menace of all to the 
stability of the Government is to be found 
in the challenge of the temperance 
reformers. They are out for a fight tothe 
finish. On Tuesday night the Rev. T. M. 
Johnstone, convener of the General 
Assembly's Committee on Temperance, 
returned once more to the attack, and 
said that local option would be made the 
main issue at the next elections. The 
religious forces of Ulster, he declared, 
are determined to change the discreditable 
policy of the Northern Government, the 
pagan policy of forcing the continued sale 
and distribution of drink upon the people 
of the Six Counties without giving them 
any choice in the matter. ‘‘ Such treat- 
ment is inhuman and iniquitous, and the 
Church will not tolerate it,’’ was the 
final comment of Mr. Johnstone, and he 
gave a note of encouragement to his 
hearers by expressing his belief that. they 
were nearer to victory than they 
imagined. 

When the battle against the Govern- 
ment is won, the next fight is to be 
against the brewers, distillers and publi- 
cans of the province. The plan of cam- 
pay. is an ambitious one, but it is 
hardly likely to succeed.

The Minister for Defence was able to 
announce in Dail Eireann yesterday a 
steady reduction in the personnel and cost 
of the Free State Army. 

His most interesting statement, how-

The Minister also announced that it 
was hoped to reduce the Standing Army 
to roughly 5,000 men. 

The estimates came in for a good deal 
of eriticism from the Opposition, and 
there was much talk about war between 
Britain and the United States. One Fianna 
Vail deputy suggested the establishment 
of a territorial force instead of the exist- 
ing reserves. Once more the Minister for 
Agriculture lashed the Opposition with 
caustic tongue, and the debate was 
adjourned. 

Replying to criticisms on the scheme of 
technical education, Mr. O'Sullivan said 
that the report of the Commission could 
be only gradually put into operation. He 
hoped that it má be possible to take the 
first steps this year. 

Dail Eireann yesterday, on the motion 
of the Finance Minister, passed a resolu- 
tion appointing a Joint Committee of 
seven members of each House to investi- 
gate the working of the Betting Act. 

The Minister for Education delivered a 
long defence of the Government educa- 
tional policy during the debate on a vote 
of £58,012 for his office. Under the new 
system he looked forward to a better- 
trained and more efficient type of teacher.

MR. DESMOND FITZGERALD 
“VERY SATISFIED.”’ 
Mr. DESMOND FITZGERALD, Minister 


for Defence, moved a vote for £504,433 to 
complete the sum necessary for the cost of 
the Army. including Army Reserve, for 
the year ending 3lst March, 1929. 

He said that the actual estimate for the 
year was £1,804,435, and he thought that 
the fact that not only had there been a very 
considerable diminution in the cost of the 
Army for every year since 1923, but that this 
year they had an estimate which was 
£380,734 lower than that of last vear, made 
it perfectly clear that they could, when they 
got to a perfect state of normality, maintain 
the Arms for a cost of about 14 millions, 
which the Minister for Finance regarded as 
the normal expenditure on this service 

The Army vow consisted of a standing 
Army and “A” and “B” Reserves, and 
he hoped to add a further class—a Volunteer 
Defence Force, which would consist of men 
following their ordinary avocations, who 
would join the class and do certain training 
for,, perhaps, a fortnight or three weeks ip 
the summer. 

The Minister went on to quote figures 
showing the e«irength of the Army, and said 
that on lst March, 1927, they had 888 
offcers and 10,710 other ranks; and in March 
this year they had 768 officers and 9,115 


other ranks; and on 20th September 
last the figures were 735 and 8,454, 
respectively. He proposed to continne 
that line of reduction until the 


standing Army consisted of, roughly, about 
5.000 men, and as that reduction took place, 
so would the membership of the reserve 
classes be growing. 

This was already taking place. On March 
31st. last thev had 40 reserve officers, and 
777 other ranks in the “ A ” class, and 695 
other. ranks in the '“B ” class, and on the 
13th of this month there were 57 reserve 
officers and 1.268 other ranks in the “A” 
class, and 2,898 other ranks in the “B” 


N.C.O.’s, and N.C.O.’s who were potential 
instructors in training. 
INCREASED EFFICIENCY. 

He was very satisfied with the progress 
made during the past year. That move- 
ment had been accompanied, not only by 
great economy in the Army and red ued 
estimates, but also by increased efficiency 
in every rank in the Army. During that 
period there had been considerable nid 
drastic reorganisation of the whole Defence 
Department. They had reduced consider- 
ably the number of posts in the country. 
It would be necessary to eliminate to tie 
furthest point every ineffective in whe Aimy, 
and they were progressing very steadily in that 
direction. He proposed closing down a 
further number of posts. 

The standing Army would be very highly 
trained, consisting largely of technical corps 
and infantry. Since the six officers ai só 
went to America returned last year the 
Department of Defence had been actively 
taking steps towards the creation of an Irish 
Military College, and within a short time the 
college would be actually in existence at the 
Curragh. 

There had been a reduction in almost every 
heading in the estimates for the Army, 
amounting in all to £380,000, but he hoped 
that they had not reached their dead level 
of expenditure and that in the future they 
would be able to decrease it even more. 

He reminded deputies that the Army had 
been reduced from 50,000 to its present figure 
—6,454—and that necessarily such quick re- 
duction left for a period certain lack of 
equilibrium among its members. There had 
been a constant improvement in the general 
efficiency and in its general bearing. 

AS A PROFESSION 

They must expect, and they had a right 
to expect from the members of the Army a 
higher degree of devotion and attention to 
their work than might be demanded in other 
countries, and he believed that young men 
joining the Army would recognise that it was 
not merely a profession, but something more. 
When men set out to make the Army their 
profession they should be given every facility 
to make themselves as perfect as possible 
in their work, and that was his purpose 
in starting the Military College. 

They had gone on very quickly during the 
last year moving towards normal, but he 
was afraid that he would not be able to in- 
troduce the Permanent Army Act this year. 
He would like to know all the possible needs 
of the Army and all the possible snares they 
should avoid. He ó gas Jike to come 
to the Dail to pass an Act if he íelt that 
within the four walls of the Act the Army 
would be prevented írom reaching that state 
oí perfection which he thought the well-heing 
oí the Armv and of the State demanded. 

“A MOCKERY AND A SHAM.” 

Mr. MacENTEE (F.F., Dublin County) 
said that the reduction in the Army estimate 
was a tribute to the effectiveness of the 
criticism of the Fianna Fail Party in that 
House. As a result, something like three- 
quarters of a million of money had remained 
in the: pockets of the ratepayers of the 
country. His party believed that an army 
could be maintained at a cost of something 
less than three;quarters of a million. 

He asked was it not a mockery and a 
sham to spend £1,800,000 on an Army which, 
in time of need, could not fig’: or fire a 
shot, as every cartridge could only be se- 
cured from the Power with which they 
probably would be contending. 

There should be public confidence in. the 
Executive's military policy. Every citizen 
should feel that the Army was truly national, 
and not, as was unfortunately the*impres- 
sion, that the present Army was composed 
of Janissaries banded together to keep a 
certain political party in power. 

Major BRYAN COOPER (Govt., Dublin 
County) said that when deputies suggested 
reductions of a vote they ought to give 
details in support of their suggestions. The 
only way to get a reduction in any expendi- 
ture was by detailed argument and hard 
work, and he did not see much of that 
coming from the Fianna Fail Party. 

Mr. M. O’REILLY (F.F., Meath) said 
that this money would have to come out of 
the pockets of the farmers, who were in the 
position of selling their produce for less 
money each year. 

Mr. P. HOGAN (Tab., Clare) also op- 
posed the vote, saying that he could gather 
from the Minister no justification for the 
expenditure. 

WHY NOT TERRITORIALS? 

Mr. FRANK KERLIN (F.F., Dublin S.) 
said that instead of keeping up ‘‘ A’ and 
‘‘B’’ reserves, the Minister should set about 
the building up of an adequate Territorial 
force immediately. There should be only a 
small reserve of officers, who would helv in 
the training of the Territorial force.

Mr. SHAW (Govt., Longford-Westmeath)— 
What would be your party's policy if you 
were in power and if the country was at- 
tacked si a. foreign Power? - 

Mr. JORDAN (F.F., Galway)—Give us 
pewer and we will answer you. 

Mr. KERLIN said that they could not see 
what foreign Power would interfere with the 
rights and liberties of this country, except 
the Power that did it in the past; and he 
did not see why the Free State should be 
dragged into-any war in which England was 
concerned. The conception of his party was 
that an Irish Army should be fun amentally 
Opposed to the policy of the Minister for 
Defence. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Labour, Cork Borough) 
said that he was not in the habit of throw- 
ing ‘bouquets to the Government or any 
Minister, but they should at least recognise 
that something had been attempted, and 
something done, if the Army had been re- 
duced from 50,000 odd to 8,000. That was 
evidence that the economy axe was at work, 
and that they were approaching something 
like normality, but he thought that just. as 
much credit was due to the ordinary citizens 
of the country as to the Minister for Defence 
and those associated with him. 

THE SEATS OF THE RIGHTEOUS. 

They heard a lot about British policy and 
British interests as if there were no LIrish- 
minded people in the House except Deputies 
in the Opposition party. Patriotism was not 
the sole prerogative of the few people who 
formed the official Opposition party in that 
House. 

He was not at all sure that the territorial 
system would be the best system for this 
country. Getting the youth of the country 
into training for three or four weeks might 
turn out amateur soldiers—God knew they 
had enough of them in that Honse—(loud 
laughter)—but he did not think it woul? 
have the good effect expected. He would 
hike to see all standing armies abolished— 
they were a menace to the peace of the 
country and of every other country—but 
while the Army was there he would like to 
see a few things done. 

_ In any Hastily-conceived scheme of reduc- 
ing the Army the ranks of the unemployed 
would be ingreased. He suggested that the 
Minister might arrange for a scheme of de- 
ferred payments, so that demobilised soldiers 
would be able to supnort themselves until 
they got mere. The recent order that 
officers should wear uniform while appearing 
in public might ultimately “close the door to 
the poor man. He was informed that much 
of the uniform worn by officers was manufac- 
tured abroad, and he thought that such a 
thing was not right. : 

: Mr. K. CARNEY (F.F., Donegal) said that 
Major Bryan Cooper had said that he could 
not see eye to eye with that party in opposing 
the vote. Well, if he did they would begin 
to consider that there was something wrong 
with their eyesight. 

. Major BRYAN COOPER—We both once 
looked towards the same front. (Laughter.) 

Mr. CARNEY—We cannot afford to talk 
about the total abolition of the Army in this 
country until we are free, and even then it is 
questionable whether 1t can he abolished. 

A BEWILDERED DEPUTY. 

Mr. CARNEY then quoted from the 
Auditor-General’s report in reference to Army 
accounts, and was interrupted so frequently 
that at one stage he HEA to ““ As a matter 
of fact 1 do not know who is making this 
speach.” (Laughter.) 

He went on to describe the Army as “a 
pocket edition of the British Army and by 
no means as efficient, numbers for numbers— 
not that the men are not as good, but ‘they 
are not equipped in the same way.” He 
asked if the Minister or any member present 
believed that the present Army could act as 
a defensive force in this country so as to 
prevent the descent on this country of 4a 
foreign enemy. It was a vulnerable country. 
open on all sides to attacks from the sea and 
«a force of 12,000, or even 50,000, would not 
be adequate to stop an _ invasion. The 
Minister would probably say “ No,” but then 
why make it a pocket edition of the British 
Army, trained for massed action? 

They did not want here a pocket edition of 
the British Army. What the Minister was 
doing was expending the greatest possible 
amount of money for the least possible return. 
What the country wanted was to spend the 
minimum of money for the maximum return- 
If an Army were organised on the plan of the 
guerilla war that took place against the 
“ Black and Tans,’ it would be more effective 
against invasion than the present Army 
would be. 

Dr. O’DOWD (F.F., Roscommon) criticised 
the Medical Service in the Army, which, he 
said, was entirely too costly. 

THE RAISON D'ETRE. 

Dr. HENNESSY (Government, Dublin 5.) 
said that the medical men in the National 
Army were paid badly, and were not pen- 
sionable. He saw one necessity for a 
National Army, and that was that it made for 
majority rule. It might have been expensive, 
but the people who questioned the rule of the 
majority were responsible for that expense. 
If the people decided on a certain form of 
Government, and if they were allowed to 
maintain that form, there would be little 
necessity for an army; but while there was all 
this talk they must have an Army.

They had been entertained by Deputy 
Carney, who seemed to be a miniature 
Napoleon. He had been in the English 


Army, and, added Dr. Hennessy, “I do not 
know that they have discharged all their 
financial liability to him—he rendered such 
splendid services.

Mr. F. FAHY (F.F., Galway) said that he 
was as pleased as Deputy Anthony that the 
Army was to be further reduced to 5,000. He 
would like to see it reduced still more. He 
would like to s@ standing armies abolished 
all over the world, if it could be done. 

“We were asked by Deputy Shaw what 
was our solution. I did not say it is feasible 
at the moment,” said Deputy Fahy, “but I 
say that it is a policy and an ideal to an 
end, and I am quite sincere when I say for. 
myseli—I believe that the majority of those 
on these benches will agree—that we should 
have a policy of neutrality, if possible, guar- 
anteed neutrality, because it is as well to face 
facts. 

‘Tt is not quite an impossibility, for in- 
stance, that the Empire and the United States 
might be some day at war. I am not an 
Anglophobe, neither am I an Anglophile. I 
I have no enmity for England if they leave us 
alone. As a free country we would see they 
were not attacked through us. We don’t 
want any of them fighting here—German, 
French, British or American—making us a 
pawn in the game. It would be a good policy 
if we could have a guaranteed neutrality. 
If England is attacked, where do we stand? 
Are we to be dragged into the game?”’ 

STRONG FOR NEUTRALITY. 

Continuing, Mr. Fahy said that if his party 
came into power it did not mean that they 
were going to have a United Irish Republic 
the following day, but he would say that 
they could have a policy of neutrality 
guaranteed 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture—- 
Who is going to guarantee the neutrality ? 

Mr. FAHY—I said that we could not get 
that in one day, but it is a better ideal to 
aim at than that we should cg-operate with 
the British Army in its wars, and have the 
Kmpire wars fought on the soil of this 
country. I do not say it is feasible or that 
it is a thing that can be got in a day, but it 
is an ideal to aim at. 

Mr. HOGAN—That is hardly an answer. 

Mr. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) said that 
the time was coming when the question of 
the neutrality of Ireland might become a real 
issue. His party had been asked what was 
their alternative Army policy. Their alterna- 
tive was covered by three points, and one of 
these was the poilcy of neutrality for Jreland. 
The policy of the present Government was a 
pohey which would make Ireland a cockpit 
for the next war. All the tendencies were 
pointing towards a war between England and 
America. At present, if the Army was not 
there to fight anybody. one should look upon 
it as a kind of glorified outdoor relief. 


** UNEXPENDED HEROISM."’ 

Mr. HOGAN. Minister for Agriculture, said 
that when Fianna Fail deputies got a 
majority and wished to expend their un- 
expended hervism in attacking England or 
any other country they would have no one 
on their flank.

POLICY DEFENDED. 

The debate on the vote for the Office of 
the Minister for Education (£58,012) was 
resumed by Professor O’SULLIVAN, Minis- 
ter for Education, who was very imperfectly 
heard in the Press Gallery. 

He deprecated the statement that any 
particular branch of education in this country 
was altogether behind the times, and that 
it compared badly with the education in 
other countries. A great deal, of course, 
remained to be done. A very important duty 
was imposed on the nation by the people in 
this respect, and he was convinced that they 
would be able to justify their trust. 

They had heard criticism to the effect that 
the country was not getting value for the

thrust upon his Department, he said that as 
a result of the operations of the Compulsory 
School Attendance Act their estimate. had 
fallen below the mark. The effects of the 
Compulsory Attendance Act were now begin- 
ning to be felt, and the numbers of pupils 
between the ages of 6 and 14 had been in- 
creased. The Government was also com- 
mitted to premiums for certain types of 
teachers—teachers in the Gaelthacht—and 
that would in itself amount to a considerable 
sum of money. 

If they took the demands that had been 
made in that House, as well as outside, one 
million pounds a year would not cover the 
cost. 

Pensions for lay assistant teachers in con- 
vent schools had been advocated, as well as 
for the secondary teachers and for those in 
industrial schools. It was not fair to suggest 
that further classes of pensioners should be 
added to the Pension Fund without first 
examining whether that fund was solvent, or 
how money was to be found to meet the 
charge. 

INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS. 


The statement had been circulated that he 
had made a statement that industrial school 


teachers were to be excluded from the 
new bill. There was no truth in that sug- 
gestion. He certainly could not remember 


having made the statement that they had 
been deliberately excluded, but he would ask 
Deputies to consider the position of the 
industrial schools. | 

In the industrial schools they had practi- 
cally as many pupils as were in the whole of 
the industrial schools of England—the actual 
numbers were the same. — [It was also true 
that the great bulk of the pupils were there 
mainly because their parents could not or 
did not want to support them, and a great 
deal of the charge was essentially a poor rate 
charge, and one that normally should be 
berne by the local bodies. 

The Department of Education was giving 
to the industrial schools a certain contribu- 
tion, which was more than sufficient to mect 
the educational charges. The Department 
actually gave more in each case than the local 
bodies. There were a few local bodies which 
had refused altogether to subscribe. 

Deputies would see, therefore, that the 
thing was not at all as simple as they would 
have it believed. It was not a question for 
the Central Authority: it was primarily a 
matter for those local bodies which had been 
relieved in this way of a burden that would 
otherwise have fallen upon them. 

'There was also a suggestion—it had been 
made by Deputies in the House as well as by 
the public outside—that the pensions of 
technical. teachers under the Local Govern- 
ment Act should be partly or wholly transfer- 
able from the local body to the Central 
Authority. He had heard that suggestion re- 
peatedly. He knew no country—and he was 
familiar with most of the Continental 
ecuntries—in which there was anything like 
the same proportion of the educational burden 
borne by the Central Authority as was borne 
in this country. They were bearing 
here « virtually the whole burden of 
primary education. He would ask deputies 
to point to any other country in Europe 
where that occurred. In Germany the State 
did interfere very successfully in the matter 
of education, but not by way of contributing 
to upkeep. 

THE MILCH COW. 

In this matter of technical education 
they had a charge that the local body was 
asked tu bear, and yet an undue proportion 
fell on the central authority. Now the 
objection was made that because the State 
bore so much already it ought to bear the 
whole. As a result of the findings of the 
Technical Education Commission and of the 
necessity of dealing with the question of con- 
tinuous education, the State might have to 
face a demand for more money within the 
next few years. It,was an educational 
charge that this country would have to face. ©

at once a very keen sense of the difference 
between the demand and finding the money 
to meet it. There was not the same realisa- 
tion when it came to demanding money from 
the central authority. 

Various other demands had been made, 
as for equipment, school bocks, and 
meals. He had been told that in some places 
75 per cent. of the children got meals— 
whether these were all necessitous cases or 
not, he did not know—but if they introduced 
the custom of providing meals and books it 
would be sotmelliiehe difficult to know where 
to draw the line. 

MEALS FOR SCHOOL CHILDREN. 

Ile mentioned these matters, but was not 
suggesting that they should be done, even ii 
the State could afford it. Deputy Thrift had 
made it quite clear that he doubted if a 
public department were the proper party tv 
deal with the provision of meals for school 
children; and Deputy Tierney thought that 
it should be a local charge. 

He asked deputies to realise the magnitude 
of the task they were asking the Ministry to 
undertake. If he were given a million 
pounds a vear more and asked to make the 
best educational use of it he doubted if a 
number of the matters raised by deputies 
would be the first he would tackle. 

The charge was made that the voluntary 
system had broken down, and he presumed 
that the charge was that it had broken down 
permanently. 

In the matter of school buildings, there 
had been no undue delay so far as the Board 
of Works was concerned, and anybody con- 
nected with building would know the extreme 
difficulty of hastening matters in that respect. 
There were such difficulties as the provision 
of sites, and the rights of existing teachers, 
and he quoted figures showing that since 1922- 
1923 half a million pounds in grants had been 
sanctioned by his department for the pro- 
vision of buildings. 

INSANITARY SCHOOLS. 

He quite admitted that there were schools 
in a bad state of sanitation, but in this 
regard also exaggeration had taken place. 
Very often it was the way things were kept 
and not the arrangements that was at fault, 
and whenever the Department heard of a case 
they immediately got into touch with the 
manager and steps were taken. 

The voluntary system was one that had 
been working remarkably well, and it was a 
system which had enabled them to avoid 
some of what he thought were futile, sterile 
and, from an educational point of view, de- 
vastating conflicts that were occurring else- 
where. It was an effort to arrive at a 
practical solution of the problem of what 
were often conflicting claims of Church and 
State in education. He felt that it would 
be a disaster if they lightly made up their 
minds to abandon that system or to knock 
down the outworks of the system. That was 
a belief shared by many of the authorities of 
the Church in this country. 

He did not believe the system had per- 
manently broken down, and he certainlf did 
not believe that the central position would 
remain stable if the outworks were thrown 
down. Even if there were a certain number 
of managers who found it difficult, or a few 
who were unwilling to make the necessary 
effort, he held that the country should re- 
quire a great deal more evidence than was at 
present available before it abandoned the 
system now in operation. 

It had been suggested that the State should 
not demand the one-third contribution in 
necessitous areas. The State did not make 
that demand; their practice was within 
certain limits to remit a portion or even the 
whole of the one-third, but the latter course, 
naturally, was an exception. 

UNIVERSITIES FOR TEACHERS. 

He hoped that in a short time he would 
put a ai NA oes before the Dail in con- 
nection with university education for teachers. 
At the same time, it should be remembered 


that there was no other profesion the 
members of which got so much from 
the State by way of assistance. The 


yuestion was one for grave consideration as 
to how, within the existing expenses of 
the training scheme, they could evolve, if 
possible, a proper curriculum in a University 
course. 

In reply to Mr. Fahy, the MINISTER 
said that the position in regard to Irish in 
secondary schools was secure. They were 
going ahead, and there was no falling back 
of any kind whatever. 

Mr. FAHY said that he was not satisfied. 
Was it possible for one of the largest inter- 


mediate schools to get the full grant without 


resenting ten per cent. of its students in 
rish for certificates? He asked if the pro- 
grammes of such schools were subject to in- 
spection, or if the Department insisted that 
Irish should be a subject in the ordinary time- 
table at suitable hours. 

Mr. O’SULLIVAN said that programmes 
were all submitted to the rtment.

ACTION ON COMMISSION'S 
REPORT THIS YEAR. 


On a vote for £90,051, to complete the sum 
necessary for technical education, 

Mr. GUOD (ind., Dublin) said that, to take 
advantage of the technical schools, a mi vr 
ir] must have reached the sixth standard 
Speaking of, the importanee of a connection 
between education and employment, he said 
that the greatest blot on our education system 
was that there was virtually no connection 
at all between education and industry in the 
Saorstat. Boys and girls were educated up 
to the age of fourteen. At fourteen they leit 
the primary schools, and in the great 
majority of cases the State took no further 
interest in them. The period after they leit 
the rig agg school was the most critical 
period in their lives, and yet the State took 
no interest in boys and girls at that period. 
That, he repeated, was the greatest blot on 
their education system in the Free State. 

They had an Advisory Committee on 
Juvenile Employment, but they found the 
greatest difficulty in recommending employ- 
ment for these boys and girls, with the result 
that not ten per cent. of the boys and girls 
registered at the department of the Labour 
Exchange found employment, and this was 
to a great extent owing to the absence of 
any connection between education and in- 
dustry. If the State went to the trouble and 
expense of educating these young people, the 
least they might do was to see that they 
got an opportunity of using their education 
and talents. | 

This was one of the problems that con- 
fronted the Commission on Technical Educa- 
tion recently. To put their recommendations 
into effect would mean the expenditure of a 
considerable sum of money. e State was 
| already heavily taxed, but he thought they 


— 


| might tuke steps to have the recommenda- 


tions brought gradually into operation. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Lab., Cork Borough) 
said that it was only sheer necessity that 
drove numbers of boys at an early age from 
school to get on to the labour market. He 
had experience of the working of technical 
schools, and they frequently found boys who 
had to leave school at an early age, and 
were not able to assimilate the education 
provided in the technical school... On this 
account they had to establish the ‘* Junior 
Tech.” The only remedy he saw for that 
was the raising of the school-leaving age. 
He suggested the putting. in force of the 
recommendations of the Technical Commis- 
sion. ; 

MINISTER'S DEFENCE. 

Mr. O’SULLIVAN, Minister for Education, 
said that he admitted that there should be 
a close connection between industry and 
education in this country, but if there was 
not that. close connection it was not the fault 
of the State, the schools or the local autho- 
rities. It was an exaggeration to say that 
there had been complete neglect of boys be- 
tween the ages of 14 and 16 years, The 
Technical Commission had had a difficult 
problem to deal with, and they had produced 
a wost valuable report. Nothing could be 
mofe unfair to the report than to think it 
could be enforced at once. It was only 
gradually that it could be enforced, and they 
hoped gradually to put it into operation. He 
expected that it would be possible to take 
the first steps in this direction during the 
present year. ie : 

The report of the Commission was delicate 
and compli¢ated. Some of the recommenda- 
tions required legislation and others only 
municipal action. In regard to schemes of 
continuation education, it said that such 
schemes should be preceded by _ intensive 
training of teachers, as it would be fatal to 
embark on any educational ventures without 
trained and sufficient staff. 

The vote wes agreed to.

At the be- 
ginning of the present year Herr 
Luther founded a 
Regeneration of the Reich,’ which 
now has submitted an interesting 
scheme. The fundamental idea is the 
creation of a unitary State, but the 
objection of the South German peoples to 
closer union with Prussia is so strong 
that a half measure has been proposed. 
The League suggests the institution of a 
Reichsland, in which will be incorporated 
not only Prussia, but twelve of the Federal 
States—all, indeed, except Saxony, Bavaria, 
Baden and Wurtemberg. For purposes of 
administration this Reichsland would be 
divided into provinces, and would be 
governed in the first instance by a State 
Council, subject, of course, to the supreme 
authority of the Reichstag. The four ex- 
cluded States, which are very jealous of 
their autonomy, would be given the 
opportunity to join the Reichsland at 
their own pleasure. Clearly the framers 
of this plan hope that in the course of 
time these four States, in their own 
interests, will adhere to the new system. 
Many of the smaller States welcome the 
proposal. They are forced to pay not. only 
for the Reich Government, but also for 
their local legislatures, which in some 
instances are no more important than an 
Irish rural district council, and the idea 
of a centralised State appeals to them. On 
the other hand, the Free Cities, intensely 
proud of their millennial indepen- 
dence, are anything but enamoured of 
the Luther scheme. Everybody in Germany 
recognises the top-heaviness of the existing 
system; but conservatism is very strong 
the Fatherland, and Herr Luther's 
plan will not be adopted without a 
struggle.

The Synod of London. 


The outcome of the Synod of the Diocese 
of London—the first since the Reforma- 
tion—illustrates the Church of England’s 
dissensions in a Three 
months ago the Archbishop of Canterbury 


striking way. 
suggested that, by means of such synods, 
the bishops should consult their clergy con- 
cerning their plans to meet Parliament’s 


rejection of the revised Prayer-book. In 
September the bishops outlined a 
‘provisional’’ policy which proposes, in 


effect, that, at every bishop’s discretion, 
the rejected book may be adopted as the 
standard of public worship in his diocese. 
This policy has been regarded generally 
as a challenge to the State. Now synods 
are being held throughout the country. 
and the six questions which are being 
submitted to them are designed to discover 
the measure of support, if any, that a 
bishop may expect from his clergy if he 
adopts the rejected book of 1928 as his 
standard in respect of deviations from the 
Book of Common Prayer. Already a few 
synods have voted for the bishops’ policy, 
but at two of the most important, held 
the Bench has received a 
heavy rebuff. Some 1,300 clergy were 
entitled to vote at the London Synod; 
more than one thousand voted, and four of 
the six questions for which the bishops 
seek affirmative answers were negatived 
The cardinal 
question—‘‘ Are you willing that the 
during a period until full order 
can be restored, should, in the exercise of 
his legal or administrative discretion, be 
guided by the proposals contained in the 
Deposited Book as amended in 1928, 
approved by the Houses of Convoca- 
tion and the Church Assembly ?’’—was 
negatived by 523 votes against 472. Thus 
the clergy of the Diocese of London not 
only have rejected the counsels of the 
bishops, but have signified their lack of 
confidence in their own bishop, who had 
not disguised the strength of his views. 
The Synod of Liverpool also answered 
“No” to the four questions which were 
negatived in London. Here, however, the

The New Cairo. 


The Egyptian Faculty of Medicine will 
celebrate its hundredth birthday in 
December. It is fitting that the event 
should be signalised by the holding -in 
Cairo of the International Congress of 
Tropical Medicine and Hygiene. A 
thousand foreign delegates—the Cairo 
Correspondent of the Daily Telegraph 
reports—have signified their intention to 
be present, and British universities and 
scientific societies are well represented 
among the 168 foreign institutions which 
are sending delegates. No fewer than 340 
scientific papers will be read. On Sunday, 
December 16th, in the presence of men of 
science assembled from all parts of the 
world, King Fuad will lay the foundation 
stone of the new buildings of the Faculty 
of Medicine and Hospital of Kasr el Aini. 
The hospital, when complete, will have 
cost well over a million pounds, and will 
be one of the most elaborate, and one of 
the largest, institutions of the kind in 
existence. British architects planned the 
building and will direct its construction. 
They secured the contract in competition, 
five years ago. Owing to a dispute regard- 
ing the site, construction was delayed, and 
the Egyptian Government paid to the 
architects a forfeit of £10,000. When, 
however, the work was initiated at last, 
the architects returned the major portion 
of the forfeit—‘‘an action,’’ the corre- 
spondent observes, “which has been deeply 
appreciated in Egypt.’’ At a moment 
when Cairo thus becomes a centre of in- 
terest to the scientific world, it is 
interesting to learn that the El Azhar 
University at Cairo is about -to be 
modernised. This university for nearly ten 
centuries has been the centre of learning 
in the Mohammedan world. Of late its 
ancient orthodoxy has been challenged by 
young Islam. A new constitution has been 
drawn up, whereby entrants will be re- 
quired, indeed, to know half the Koran 
by heart and to pass other tests in Arabic 
Janguage and religion, but will be educatel 
also in modern science. 
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A Village Survey. 


Children in the elementary schools cf 
Oxfordshire and Berkshire have carried 
out a survey which irresistibly re- 
calls that on which the Domesday Book 
was based. An account of their work is 
given in a pamphlet entitled “ Village 
Survey-making,’’ which has been published 
by the British Board of Education. The 
children were instructed by their teachers 
to work on the Ordnance Survey maps of 
their native countryside. They recorded 
thereon the various crops now growing and 
notes on the various soils. They noted the 
present stocks of cattle, sheep, poultry and 
tame rabbits, the occupations of the 
people, and the transport facilities of the 
district. “ It is surely of some sociological 
interest, as an illustration of the physical 
and mental mobility of modern village 
life,’’ the writer of the pamphlet remarks, 
“that a typical agricultural, non- 
residential village of 102 households— 
such as are those studied by the group 
—with a railway and canal station within 
half-a-mile, and very fair bus services at 
hand, should possess at the present day 
9 motor cars, 11 motor cycles, 153. cycles 
and 27 ‘wireless’ sets.” ‘The children 
traced memorials of the ancient past, and 
they investigated the sources of wells, 
ponds and springs in the different 
geological formations. They searched out 
the origin of place-names. Old ‘thatched 
cottages, locally known as ' Cromwell’s 
barracks,’’ were taken to derive their title 
from the likelihood that they were 
occupied by the Protector’s men after the 
repulse of the Royalists at Caversham 
Bridge in 1645. At Lower Heyford a mill 
was found which, with its predecessors, 
had “ground its corn and paid its tax 
ever since Dumesday Book.” The children’s 
report well may prove useful to some 
future historian, but its immediate value 
in teaching mature science and local 
history to children hardly could be over- 
estimated.

OPINION IN TRINITY COLLEGE. 

The current issue of “ T.C.D.,” the 
Trinity College magazine, contains the 
following editorial comment on the Free 
State Government's Censor ship of Publica- 
tions Bill :— 

The attitude adopted by the University’s 
representatives in the Dail over the Censor- 
ship Bill is rather disconcerting. All three 
members spoke on the second reading, and all 
supported the principle of censorship, 
although taking exception to certain points of 
detail. 

It seems unfortunate that this important 
and sweeping measure shor'd be allowed to 
pass without any more general criticism from 
those who represent the educated minority. 
We should have liked to see some concerted 
effort made by the University against legis- 
lation which must evidently have a serious 
effect on much of the .study within its walls. 
Professor Thrift spoke, he said, “as the 
representative of a university standing for 
freedom of thought, not licence— liberty and 
freedom of expression of the truth as it seems 
to the individual. ’ Surely it is just this 
individual freedom of thought that is attacked 
by the bill? The whole point of it is that 


tthe subject is to be debarred from exercising 


his liberty of thought by the reading of any 
literature which comes under the very wide 
definition of ‘‘immoral.’’ This is a blew 
against the very foundations of liberal scho- 
larship; for it is not the enlightened lecturer 
or professor who is to fix the point at which 
litterty becomes licence, but a committee 
which will be required to ban books at the 
instigation of certain “ recognised societies.’ 

It may be that a special dispensation will 
be given to the universities to enable them to 
use books which feature on the Black-list— 
which will be inaugurated when the bill be- 
comes law, and should be most popular read- 
ing—but we have not heard of any such in- 
duigence. Failing that, the bill will wreak 
great. havoc among the honor courses and in 
the schools of Trinity College. The student 
of Modern Literature must part with his 
Verlaine and his D’Annunzio, the classical 
man with his Ovid and Juvenal. the divinity 
student even with his Bible. We know, of 
course, that these books are not immoral! 
m tendency or purpose, but it. must he 
obvious to those who have studied the text 
oí the Censorship Bill that the censors will 
be called upon hy its provisions to place them 
on the /ndex Expurgatorius. 

Now, those who know Shakespeare only 
from Dr. Bowdler’s edition must necessarily 
take a one-sided and misleading view of their 
author, and it will be found that Chaucer 
loses half his virtue by losing all his gross- 
ness. It will, therefore, robably be found

“The Failure of Democ 


the Rev. R. R. Hartford (Sch., Mod.), Presi-

Mr. “Hartford said that for half a century 
past certain CuyY AM of the relation be- 
tween the individual and the State have been 
possessing popular mind with ever- 
increasing force rapidity. Further, they 
have not remained there simply as Utopian 
notions, but have succeeded in embodying 
themselves as’ well in social’ national legisla- 
tion, as in international agreements and 
treaties. The first of the conceptions are the 
notions of universal liberty, and of the ulti- 
mate equal social, moral and spiritual worth 
of persons. More recently other ideas, by no 
means new, have emerged. There are the 
ideas of a fellowship of the nations and of a 
wor!d-wide community, whose members are 
animated with similar motives and ideals. 


These, he said, he would label the 
‘‘democratic ideal.” The democratic. ideal 
was a true one, but, so far, so-called demo. 


cratic institutions have failed to embody it. 


mundane affairs, and that was the individual, 


with his capabilities, possibilities, and 
his aspirations, and if any particular 
institution did not make or the

rtance, that institution was a failure. The 
esson of history was that democracy must rid 
itself of every element which would lead to 
its total destruction, and the way to clear 
away these elements was by a return to the 
concept of ordered authority, a concept which 
alone can give a rationally ordered world. 
CAUSE OF FAILURE, 

Having referred to the three stages of 
democracy, Greek, medieval, and modern, he 
said that democracy up to now had been a 
failure, and the task of coming generations 
would be to save it from itself. — 
had “failed because it was incompatible wit 
militarism, and militarism was more in evi- 
dence to-day than ever before. With the 
notable exception of our great Commonwealth, 
democracy was not reedily associated with 
Empire. Yet we must look upon our own 
Empire as the most complete embodiment of 
the democratic ideal which the world had 
ever known. Democracy was speedily cor- 
rupted by irresponsible power, and it has 
for those reasons reduced to a state of 
chaotic disorder many countries where now 
happily authority in varying measures had 
been reasserted—Spain, Italy, Mexico to men- 
tion but a few. . 

Some of the delusions from which demo- 
cracy suffered to-day would be dissipated if 
tae time was ripe for a complete re-assertion 
of authority. Among these delusions might 
be cited proportional representation and the 
referendum. But the great delusion which 
must be dissipated was the theory that the 
democratic form of government necessarily 
meant the survival “ all that was best and 
most desirable in true democracy. 

The future of civilisation and, incidentally, 
of democracy, depended on the ultimate 
triumph of the will of the people. Democracy 
had failed because it had leaned towards the 
destructive and critical, and it would only 
survive if it learned to lean more and more 
on the constructive and creative. (Applause. ) 

A WORD FOR DEMOCRACY. 

Mr. F. A. Sterling, United States 
Minister tu the Free State, proposed the best 
thanks of the Society to the President for 
his address. He said that he listened to Mr. 
Hartford’s able and scholarly address with 
keen interest. It was, however, provocative 
of some discussion. Mr. Hartfurd’s view was 
that, although the idea of democracy was 
the true one and the future civilisation 
depended on the will of the people, 
democracy as a form of guvernment had so 
far failed. He took it that Mr. Hartford 
not only included the Athenian model, but 
also the Republic of the United States of 
America. He admitted that perhaps it was 
a more difficult system from which te obtain 
the best results than the government of a few. 
The system demanded a hicher state of 
civilisation; but did not modern democracy 


open the way for future development’? Did 
it not leave louse and untrammelled the 
freedom of the individual, without whose 


mental and spiritual development no country 
could progress? Senator Borah’s argument 
was that the age of commerce, 
finance, and statesmanship, which America 
had produced was evidence of the success of 
democracy. There wa€ an opportunity for 
genius to flourish in democracy. Under that 
system men were born on equal footing, there 
was no class distinction of birth or riches, 
and this gave a chance to all alike to rise to 
the top and develop their talents. In auto- 
cratic systems it was all very well while the 
super-man was there to guide and direct; but 
he would die some day, and, if some one did 


ynot follow, there was reaction. 


One of the weaknesses of autocratic 
government, no matter how good the inten- 
tion, was the temptation to abuse power, He 
ventured to say that, in future, before a 
country entered into war, causing destruction 
not only to those in the trenches, but to 
those at home, the decision for war or peace 
would be referred to the people themselves. 
The consensus of opinion of the masses on 
vital questions was more apt to be right 
than the opinion of the few. Possibly 
democracy had failed in some countries where 
the people were not fitted for a particular 
form of government, where the great pro- 
portion of the people were ignorant and 
illiterate; but in countries where the masses 
were ‘educated and had a growing eense of 
civic duty, he maintained that democracy had 
not failed, nor would it fail.

JUMPING AT BALLSBRIDGE. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sim,—Having had the pleasure of watching 
at remy, ed about forty-five 
ears, Í was interested in reading the letter 
rom “ A Country Member ” which a 
in your issue of the 22nd inst. While the 
writer is, perhaps, justified in suggesting 
that the majority of the Ballsbridge jumping 
competitions suggest something of the 
‘circus stunt ” exhibition to genuine hunting 
people, he goes too far, I think, when he 
states that. “the majority of well-known 
Ballsbridge horses of to-day would be very 
chancy mounts and would certainly not be a 
safe conveyance over a trappy country.” | 
venture to suggest, on the contrary, that 
these well-known Ballsbridge performers are 
nearly all well-known hunters of proved 
prowess, and are, in fact, tolerably safe con- 
veyances over all kinds of country. Í do 
not believe that the innovations suggested 
by “A Coun Member ” would improve 
matters much. e horses that are winning 
at Ballsbridge are, as a matter of fact, the 
identical horses that are manne a provincial 
shows all over Ireland, and there are few 
provincial winners who do not occasionally 
try their luck at Ballsbridge. Also, it seems 
to me that a competition for horses that 
never won any jumping competition would 
be out of place at Ballabridge, and would 
hold little interest for anyone except the 
owners of these ‘‘dud’’ performers. 

lf, then, it is true—as I believe nine hunt- 
ing ple out of ten will admit—that the 
usual jumping competition at Ballsbridge is 
quite unlike an exhibition of jumping by 
trustworthy hunters, and if it is also true— 
as, I submit, could be proved as an historica! 
fact—that the performers are for the most 
part well-known and trustworthy hunters, 
how can the apparent contradiction be 
explained? There remains, of course, the 
question of “riding.” I am aware that many 


of the must successful riders are '' show- 
yurd riders” rather than eminent and 
distinguished “ hunting ple.” Neverthe- 


less, there are certainly few, if any, of these 
successful riders who would not be considered 
good riders to hounds with any hunt in 


Ireland. Certainly a field contaming, say, 
forty of the most successful Ballsbridge 
riders, mounted on successful Ballsbridge 


jumpers, would be hard to beat over any 
ridable country, so far as the mere jumping 
counts. I know a good many of these riders 
personally, and occasionally, when 1 have 
seen a winner of many competitions going 
altogether beyond the control of his rider, 
chancing his luck at the stone wall, missing 
the trick and sending stones right agaipst 
the ring railing fifty yards away, I have 
asked the rider, ‘‘What could you expect? 
Yoa never had the horse in hand. . Why did 
you not keep him at an even, collected 
pace?” J] have invariably been answered in 
some such way as this: ' Things have 
changed since your day. An even, collected 
ace will not win much at Ballsbridge. 

Vith Messrs. X. and X. in the box, every- 
one knows that, unless you go top pace, and 
unless your horse cwverjumps all his fences 
except the banks you are not likely to get 
much credit. That is the reason why we all 
send our horses faster than they can go 
while jumping safely. We know, as well as 
you do, that we are spoiling them as hunters, 
but we are here to win prizes if we can, 
and that is the only way it can be done. ”' 

I do not know for certain that it is neces- 
sary to force horses beyond a safe jumping 
pace to En all Ballsbridge judges. 1 
am tolerably certain that riders, as a rule, 
think it is. I am also tolerably certain that 
horses that go beyond a controlled pace. 
and happen at that pace to make a clean 
round or two, very often win their competi 
tions, although they do not appear to many 
hunting people to be jumping at all as 
hunters should jump: This feature of Balls 
bridge jumping has become much more pro- 
nounced of recent years.

THE NEW IRELAND. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—To the student Ireland to-day presents 
a most interesting study. The people, recover- 
ing from the waste of recent revolution, are 
divided into two main factions, the Old and 
the Young. Six years ago the Irish people 
were crying out for freedom. They were 
roaning under the weight of an alleged 
oreign yoke. Their minds were being starved 
of education. Their homes were being wasted 
by excessive taxes. To-day the same cry 
goes up. Their minds are starved by the im- 
position of compulsory Irish. Their pockets 
are emptied by the taxes of their elected 
rulers. 7 
The older people in Ireland have changed 
their views entirely, when compared with six 
years ago. The idea that gold would issue 
rom the rocks when self-government came 
has fizzled out. How gieat is their dis- 
appointment! Depression, like a funereal 
pall, has spread over the land. The Irish 
farmer to-day is no more the happy-go-lucky 
creature of former times. His outlook is 
hopeless and his spirit is crushed by his 
increasing poverty. He sighs for the old 
order of things and remarks that, “ We did 
not know how lucky we were in the good, 
old days.” 
The youth of Ireland, on the other hand, 
are looking forward. An increasing dislike 
for authority marks their disposition.

COMPULSORY IRISH. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMFS. 
.Srr,—There were two: points in Dr. Hen- 
nessy s letter on the subject of compulsory 
Irish that must have excited the fancy of 
some of your readers—the surname theory of 
racial descent and his suggestion for the 
adoption by the Irish Free State of a com- 
posite language, a kind of Esperanto, drawn 
from four or five national groups. Mr. C. H. 
Bretherton, a well-known English journalist, 


a few. years ago, in an article in the Atlantic 
Monthiy, put forward the theory that the 
people of Ireland were by descent composed 


of two. well-defined races, the Firbolgs and 
the De Denaans, In effect, he meant that the 
“nice ’’ people—those whom he favoured— 
were the De Denaans, and the rest Firbolgs. 
Dr. ‘Hennessy now mentions the startling 
theory that the absence or presence of an 
“O” or a “ Mac” in the surname (with 
certain physical traits) is the criterion of race. 
Irish surnames, however, the Rev. P. Woulfe 
tells us in his ‘‘ Irish Names and Surnames,’’ 
came into use ‘‘ gradually from about the 
middle of the tenth to the end of the thir- 
teenth century.” Before then all is con- 
fusion; afterwards there were infinite pos- 
sibilities. of discontinuity in family names. 
Dr. Hennessy’s idea of a new language has 
the merit of being based on the happiest of 
human principles, that of give and take. I 
should myself suggest Latin, if its being made 
the vulgar tongue would not lead to theelogi- 
cal complications, 

With your permission, sir, I should like 
to make a present of an argument to those 
in favour of compulsory Irish. Here are a 
few old authorities for the belief that Irish 
is the language of heaven: One Parsons, in 
his *‘ Remains of Japhet,’’ indirectly asserts 
that Irish is the language of Paradise. In 
Shaw’s preface to his “Gaelic Dictionary ” 
there is the statement that “Gaelic is the 
language spoken befor the Deluge and pro- 
bably the language of Paradise.” Again, in 
‘“Annals of Literature” (London, 1702): 
“There is a reason to believe that Adam 
composed a work on husbandry.”’ Finally, 
in ‘‘ Curiosities of Literature’’ there occurs 
the following: ‘‘ Lilly informs us that in his 


various conferences with angels their voice 
resembled that of the Irish.” In a remark 
able poem, entitled ‘‘ Thaumaturgas,’’ written 


by Einric Giolla Phadruig, and published in 
London in 1828, the foregoing is thus rendered 
in metre :—

MR. HILL ON AGRICULTURE AND 
TRADE. 
At the cnnual meeting of the Northern 
Banking Company, held yesterday’ at 
the Chamber of Commerce, Belfast, Mr. 


Edwin D. Hill, Chairman of the Board of 
Directors, presided. Jn his speech, the Chair- 
man said—There is no change in the paid up 
capital; it remains at £700,000. . The Reserve 
Fund is also unchanged at £800,000. In re- 
ferring to bank premises, Mr. Hill pointed 
out the valuable nature of these asseis, ap- 
pearing as they do in the balance sheet at a 
figure much under their real worth. The net 
profits for the past year amounted to £134.922, 
which, with £53,823 brought in, admits of the 
distribution and allocation of a sum of 
£188,745. Having transferred £50,000 to 
contingency account and £5,088 to bank pre- 
mises account, they pay a dividend at the 
rate of 174 per cent. and 83 per cent. 
annum, less tax, on the “A” and “ B” 
shares. respectively, carrying forward £46,157 
to next account. 

- In a review of the country’s trade, Mr. 
Hill said that it showed evidence of improve- 
ment, particularly in regard to agriculture. 
In the Irish Free State the Agricultura] Credit 
Corporation, Limited, recently established, 
has already found a field of usefulness for its 
activities by affording facilities to farmers for 
borrowing on terms unacceptable to the joint 
stock hanks. | 

_ In Northern Ireland the proposed de rating 
scheme, if sanctioned by Parliament, should 
afford substantial relief to the farming com- 
munity. A further measure of rebef for agri- 
culfure is indicated in the Imperial Govern- 
ment’s scheme for securing a 10 per cent, re- 
duction in railway freights on five classes of 
farm produce. 

The cattle trade in the earlier part of the 
present year showed a decided improvement, 
but latterly this improvement has disappeared, 
atid the managers, both North and South, 
practically all state larger numbers of cattle 
are held, present prices being unremunerative 
to stockholders. Dairy farming is showing 
satisfactory results, and prices for milch cows 
show an increase in the Free State and im 
Northern Ireland. The reports on tillage 
farming are extremely favourable as to crop 
results. The potato crop is referred to as 
being a bumper one. Summing up the posi- 
tion of the farmers their managers, North and 
South, agree that the cost of feeding stuffs is 
too high, considering the prices realised for 
their produce. 

In referring to the linen industry, Mr. Hill 
said that it was not as hopeless as wme 
would have them believe. While it is true 
the volume of trade with the United States 
is still disappointing, expansion in the 
markets of the Argentine, Australia and 
Canada has been apparent. 

In shipbuilding there was a gratifying in- 
provement since last year. 


CURRENCY CHANGES. 


Since the close of our year the position of 
the banks operating in the Irish Free State 
as regards currency has been affected by the 
introduction of the legal tender note issue 
under the control of the Currency Commis- 
sion, which took effect on 10th September 
last. The issue up to the present consists 
of notes of the denominations of 10s., £1, 
and £5, and the total amount put into cir- 
culation since the date of issue is £1,8635,360, 
British currency in the Free State being 
gradually replaced by the legal tender note. 
These notes have a gold backing, and are 
payable on demand at the Bank of England. 
While not issuable in Northern Ireland, our 
customers, and the public generally, need 
have no hesitation in accepting them woen 
tendered in the ordinary way of business 
Our position is affected to the extent that 
such notes are not available as cover for our 
circulation. A more important change from 
our point of view is pending—viz.; the 
putting into operation of the consolidated 
bank note issue, whereby our present note 
circulation in the Free State will disap ar, 
to be replaced by our quota of consolidated 
notes. 

Mr. Hill, in referring to his retirement, 
said that it was only after the most de- 
liberate consideration that he reluctantly ar- 
rived at this decision. “My relinquish- 
ment of the position I hold, carrying with 
it, as it does, a severance of the intimate 
relations with the institution, which it has 
been my pleasure and privilege to serve 
throughout the whole of my business career, 
is to me admittedly a severe wrench. 

‘During my long association with the for- 
tunes of the Northern Bank I have seen 
many changes in the business life.”” He said 
that he felt that the future held promise of 
renewed prosperity—‘‘ prosperity in which I 
confidently anticipate the establishment, in 
which we are all vitally interested, will par- 
ticipate and. continue in the path of success- 
ful progress “ 

At an extraordinary general meeting the 
resolutions changing the name of the com- 
pany to Northern Bank, Limited, and em- 
powering the bank to act as executor and 
trustee, etc., were duly passed.

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ATTEMPT TO POISON 
CASE. 
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ILEAVE TO APPEAL REFUSED. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
SULLIVAN AND MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 
In the Court of Crimimal Appeal, Philip 
Keane. farmer, of Murmod, Co. Cavan, 
applied in for leave to appeal from 
his conviction and sentence to ten years’ 
penal servitude in the Central Criminal Court 
on the 19th of June last on the charge of 
having attempted to administer, or cause to 
be administered, a quantity of strychnine 
ison to John Clerkin, stated to be his 
rother-in-law. residing in the same locality, 
on the 26th of July, 1927. The grounds on 
which he made the igs OO mis were to the 
effect that something had been forced into 
his own pocket, and that between 9 and 10 
o'clock on the morning of that day he saw a 
man at the dresser rubbing in something to 
the butter that was on a plate on the plank 
of the dresser with a knife. The man did 
not see him, as he was standing outside the 

kitchen door with his back to him. 

In reply to the Chief Justice, he said that 
he had been il! for some days and unable to 
roceed with his application earlier, and that 
ws had not made that case at the trial before 
the jury. He also stated that he made no 
complaint as to how his trial was conducted, 
and that he and his brother-in-law had been 
always on good terms, and were so still. 
There were twenty witnesses against him, he 
said; and his crops had been allowed to rot 
in the ground, as his wife and children could 
not lock after them. He was a poor man 
and did not understand the law. 

The Chief Justice pointed out that unless 
there was something wrong with the trial the 
Court could not interfere. 

Mr. Joseph Healy (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor). for the Attorney-General, 
opposed the application, stating that the trial 
and conviction were perfectly right. 

The Court refused the application.

APPLICATION TO CHANGE A 
VERDICT. 


In the case of the Attorney-General v. 
Francis Lane, which was tried before the 
Circuit Judge in Wicklow on the 7th July 
last, and in which the defendant was charged 
with the larceny of a number of batteries and 
other electrical goods, the property of his 
employers, Messrs. Griffon and Sons, and a 
verdict of having the goods in his possession, 
but without criminal intent had been returned, 
and sentence deferred till the 6th of November 
next, the defendant being allowed out in the 
meanwhile on his own bail of £10, 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., who, with Miss. A. 
Deverell (instructed by Messrs. Murphy and 
Mallin), appeared for the defendant, applied 
to have the verdict of “ guilty, with a strong 
recommendation to mercy,’” declared to 
be a verdict of “not guilty” under 
the circumstances. It appeared that the 
jury in the first instance had found a verdict 
of “‘guilty of being in possession of eight 
batteries, etc., but not with criminal intent,’’ 
and were asked by the: Circuit Judge to 
retire again and reconsider their verdict. 
They subsequently returned a verdict of 
“ Guilty,”’ with a strong recommendation to 
mercy on account of the defendant’s youth. 
Mr. Dickie contended that there was, in the 
circumstances, no verdict of guilty of larceny 
against the defendant, and that the judge 
was wrong in not accepting the first verdict 
returned by the jury, which was to the 
effect that no intentional larceny had been 
committed. . 

Mr. Finlay (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), for the Attorney-General, opposed 
the application, pointing out that the real 
question in the case was whether the learned 
judge was correct in asking the jury to re- 
consider their verdict. He submitted that he 
was correct, and that the verdict was one 
of guilty of larceny. 

Miss Deverell ‘having replied, 

Lhe Court dismissed the application by 
way of appeal, being unanimously of opinion 
that the Circuit Judge had acted properly 
and correctly in asking the jury to retire 
and reconsider their verdict under the circum- 
stances.

REPLY FOR THE PLAINTIFFS, 

_ (BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

The hearing was resumed of the case of 
Moore and others v. the Attorney-General 
and others, in which Major R. J. Moore and 
other members of the Rives Erne Fishery 
Company claim a declaration that they are 
entitled to a several fishery in the tidal 
portion of the River Erne from the Falls of 
Assaroe to the sea, and certain consequential 
relief. 

The defendants dispute the plaintiffs’ claim. 

Myr. Overend, K.C., replying on behalf of 
the plaintiffs to the case made for the de- 
fendants, said that the importance of this 
case could not be exaggerated, as it affected 
not only the fishery in the River Erne, but 
the fisheries in all the rivers in the six 
counties. If the defendants succeeded in 
their main defence—that a grant of a several 
fishery was impossible in Tirconaill—the same 
considerations would apply to the great rivers 
of the North, such as the Foyle and. the 
Bann. The learned experts who had been 
examined had been nastie to give any single 
reference in the Brehon Law to tidal waters. 
Dealing with the British Columbia case which 
had been cited by the defendants, counsel 
submitted that the defendants could not rely 
on that in support of their case. Before the 


end of the eighteenth century’ British 
- . . . 7. . 
Columbia. was uncivilised and uninhabited, 


except, perhaps, by a few nomadic tribes. 
In the present case they were dealing with 
a country where there was a very high 
civilisation. 

Mr. Overend had not concluded when the 
Court adjourned till next Tuesday.

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OLD PHACTICEF. 
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JUDGMENT SET ASIDE. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

In a vase of W. P. Byrne, Ltd., against 
Joseph P. Somers, of Parnell road, Harold's 
Cross, Dublin, 

Mr. Herbert Hare (instructed by Mr. 
Joseph C. Erskine), on behalf of the defend- 
ants, applied for an order that the judgment 
signed in default of appearance in the action 
on the 17th May, 1927, be set aside for 
irregularity on the ground that in the obtain 
ing of the judgment there was no hearing 
hefore the Master or a Judge of the High 
Court as required by Order 7, Rule 4, of the 
Rules of the High Court (as amended by the 
Rules of the 14th April, 1927). 

The judgment, it appeared, had been 
entered under the old practice, as was the 
case in a number of judgments entered before 
the decision of the Supreme Court was given 
in the case of Stokes v. Wilkie, which de- 
clared that it was necessary that application 
should be made to the Master, or to a judge 
before judgment could be entered. 

Mr. Justice Hanna asked was there not a 
hill going through the Dail to validate judg- 
ments of this kind. 

Mr. Hare said that as his clients intended 
to take other proceedings he was anxious 
to have this judgment set aside. 

Mr. Conor Maguire (instructed by Mr. J. 
H. Dixon) opposed the application on the 
ground that the judgment was over a year 
old; that it had been registered as a judg- 
ment mortgage against several properties of 
the defendant, and that, as a matter of fact, 
the defendant had joined in conveying portion 
of the mortgaged property in which it was 
recited that this judgment was in existence. 
Mr. Justice Hanna said that it was very 
embarrassing to the plaintiffs, but he must 
follow the decision of the Supreme Court in 
Stokes and Wilkie. He made an order setting 
aside the judgment on the ground that it 
was irregular, and directed that each party 
should pay their own costs.

Crimmins, said that he had been employe: 
as a goods canvasser, and in that capacity 
met the accused woman, whom he knew “a 
Mrs. Burke, and who in_ conversation 
suggested to him the stealing of the frocks, 
which she said she would dispose of for him. 
She suggested he could conceal the articles 
under his coat when taking them from Messrs. 
Tarlo. He stated that the coats and frocks 
were received hy Mrs. Burke, and for them 
he got £5 or £6 from her. The witness 
identified a number of articles of apparel, 
which he admitted having stolen and sold to 
Mrs. Burke. Subaehesily she said that she 
had sent them to her husband's stores where 
they were eaten by rats. (Laughter. ) 
He warned her about a pink dress, and said 
to her that the detectives were watching the 
dance halls and would arrest the wearer ©! 
that costume. She replied that they could 
not do any such thing. 

To Mr. Cawley, for the accused woman, 
witness said that he knew the accused as a 
customer for his goods, for which he was 
traveller. He nad fairly extensive dealings 
with Mrs. Burke, who bought a piano frorn 
him for £115. a suite of furniture for £25, 
and curtains. 

MONEY-LENDING. 

Witness admitted carrying on a 
len:ling business, and was fully licensed for it 

And you know all the tricks of that trade, 
asked Mr. Cawley !—I suppose I do. 

Did you crash in that business?—No, I did 
not; there is money due to me, and is being 
collected for me by solicitors. 

Counsel went on to suggest that it was 
witness who suggested to Mrs. Burke that he 
could steal the articles if she would receive 
them. Witness denied that, and went on to 
say that he was not short of money when 
he stole the frocks and coats. 

Mr. Cawley put it to witness. that he 
received the full value of the goods from Mrs. 
3urke, which he denied. He would pay the 
full amount of the value of the goods to 
Mr. Tarlo if no one else did. 

Mr. Cawley entered an objection to the 
evidence of witness as an accomplice. 

Evidence of the identification of the goods 
was given by Miss McDonnell, an employé of 
Mr ‘Tarlo’s. She knew that Poynton had 
had goods trom Mr. Tarlo to sell on commts- 
siou; but he had not any of the articles 
in Court for that purpose. i 

Annie Ward, aged ahout eight years, said, 
in evidence, that Poynton had sent her. with 
ber mistress’s permission, with a parcel to 
the house of a Mrs. Boyd, Clonlifie avenue, 
and told her to get £1 ready cash for the 
parcel, or bring the parcel back. 

Mrs. Boyd stated that the accused woman 
told her that cheap frocks could be obtayned 
from a traveller whose name she learned iater 
was Poynton. 

The accused woman was returned for trial,

SENATE ELECTIONS. 


CRITICISM OF EXECUTIVE. 

Mr. De Valera was unanimously re-elected 
President of the Ard Fheis, amid loud ap- 
plause, and briefly returned thanks, speaking 
in Irish. 

Mr. M. O’Mullane, on behalf of the 
Robert Bondfield Cumann, moved that the 
Ard Fheis disapprove of the decision of the 
Executive Council to contest the Senate elec- 
tions. The step, he said, would do grievous 
harm to the Fianna Fail organisation. They 
were not an ordinary Parliamentary party. 
and they had not accepted the Free State 
Constitution, which, in fact, they were out to 
destroy. Going into the Dail was quite a 
different matter to going into the Senate. 
They did not. want to be associated with the 
Free State Constitution in any shape or form. 
By going into the Senate they would be re- 
ducing themselves to the position of a 
Parliamentary party within the Free State. 

Mr. F. Byrne (North Dublin) seconded the 
resolution, maintaining that Fianna Fail 
would be doing very wrong in touching the 
Senate at all. 

Mr. Richard Davis (Dublin) opposed the re- 
solution. He was in favour of capturing 
everything the Free State Party had, in order 
to smash it. 

Mr. T. Williams (Dublin) said that going 
into the Senate was one of the worst moves 
Fianna Fail could make. A wild campaign 
of canvassing was now proceeding, and men 
had come forward, who, nationally, should 
not be touched with a forty-foot pole.

In last year’s report there was a large item 
down as rsceipts for headquarters from abroad, 
and in that connection the Press made it 
appear that all the money was subscribed 
from abroad.

O’Maille (Leixlip), Mr. de Valera said the 
policy of Fianna Fail was that the annuities 
should be paid into the Central Fund. They 
were not standing for the policy of not paying 
the annuities, and that should be clearly 
understood. - The annuities were due to the 
State, and were the property of the com- 
munity as a whole. When that money came 
into the Central Fund, belonging, as it did, 
to the community, it would be a question for 
the Government and the Dail to decide the 
manner in which it should be spent, with 
special reference to the claims of agriculture. 

THE BOUNDARY. 

Mr. Eamon Donnelly drew attention to the } 
references in the secretary's report regarding 
the North, and said he regretted that the 
boundary pact of 1925 was separated from the 
resolution regarding the ultimate financial 
settlement. There were more reasons than 
one why they should give a reassurance as 
to their stand on the boundary pact. It was 
the general impression all over the country 
that the big national issue was only second 
in importance to other petty issues. 

Admitting that these petty issues were 
necessary, yet he would be sorry that they 
should take a place superior to the ultimate 
ideal—the inaependence of the whole of 
the country. He agreed with the report that 
nothing could be doné until a majority was 
secured. in Southern Ireland. He would be 
happy if he could leave that conference and 
say that at the next general election Fianna 
Fail would ask from the people a mandate to 
repudiate the financial settlement and the 
boundary pact of December. 1925. He 
believed that, if they went to the country on 
that issue, they would come back with a big 
clear majority over all parties. 

Mr. P. O Maille cordially endorsed the 
sentiments of complete Irish unity. 

Mr. Sean Lemass said that it was his firm
